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Crossrail 
station 
box built 


THE next major milestone in the 
borough’s quest to get a Crossrail 
station to Woolwich has been 
reached with the completion of the 
Woolwich Arsenal station box. 

The box will act as an important 
staging post for the two 1,000-tonne 
tunnelling machines, Sophia and Mary, 
that are digging twin bore tunnels 
from Plumstead, then underneath the 
Thames to North Woolwich. 

Completion of the station box is the 
next important stage in the project as it 
lays the foundation for a new Crossrail 
station. 

Developers Berkeley Homes built 
the box at its Royal Arsenal Riverside 
development, creating 200 jobs. 

The new station box, completed 
four months early, is 256 metres long, 
26 metres wide and 18 metres deep - 
equivalent to the size of 32 Olympic 
swimming pools. 

Berkeleys is planning an open day on 
Wednesday February 27 when people 
will be able to step inside the cavernous 
construction. 

It hands over the eastern end of the 
box to Crossrail in early March. 

Crossrail’s Andrew Wolstenholme 
said: “Berkeley Homes has completed 
the station box at Woolwich ahead of 
schedule, allowing Crossrail to get 
the site ready for the arrival of our 
thousand-tonne tunnelling machine 
this spring. 

“The benefits of Crossrail for south- 
east London will be significant - new 
journey opportunities, reduced journey 
times, direct access to London’s major

I WOULD like to draw the 
public’s attention to the state 
of the John Roan School. 

Due to refurbishment to the 
Maze Hill school they have 
secured the Old Victorian 
School in Royal Hill for Years 
10 and 11 and the sixth forms. 
This would be quite 
acceptable if all of their 
lessons were at this school 
but this is not the case, for 
some of the lessons (mainly 
the sciences) they have to 
return to Maze Hill and 
walk across Greenwich Park 
which is approximately 
three-quarters of a mile. 

That is okay in perfect 
conditions but with the 
weather we are having at the 
moment it is unacceptable. 

I would like to give an 
example of my grandson’s 
timetable for Fridays at 
Royal Hill: 

Maths, religious studies, 
then English, finishing at 
approximately 12 o’clock, 


then he has to get to Maze 
Hill for Physics at one 
o’clock. That’s one hour, but 
that should be his dinner 
break so he loses his dinner. 
John Roan owns two 
mini-buses which could be 
used, but I was told it would 
be too expensive. I am sure 
with better planning all this 
could be avoided.

• FIRSTLY, I welcome any 
comments on any aspect of 
the school from parents, or 
indeed grandparents, and would 
like to reassure all of them 
that nothing has my greater 
attention or commitment than 
ensuring that today's pupils 
have a fantastic experience of 
school whilst our new buildings 
are being constructed. 

The Royal Hill site, although 
a Victorian building, has 
been refurbished to a high 
standard and Years 1 0 and 
1 1 , who are based there, are 
very happy with the facilities. 


Unfortunately, because it is 
built as a primary school, and 
despite the fact we have added 
some temporary buildings, we 
just cannot accommodate all 
Year 10 and 1 1 lessons on this 
site and it is true that pupils 
have to walk across Greenwich 
Park either to or from Maze Hill 
to have, mainly, their science 
lessons. 

I have timed the walk across 
the park, and often escort the 
pupils myself, and even at a 
leisurely pace the maximum 
time is 25 minutes. Lunchtime 
is 50 minutes, so that leaves 25 
minutes for pupils to eat their 
lunch. 

Pupils move at most once per 
day, and no pupil moves sites 
every day. Would that the 
weather in England was always 
perfect, and clearly the snow 
didn't help matters, but pupils 
are walking through one of the 
most beautiful parks in London. 
It is true that we have four 
minibuses, but even if we were 
able to use all of these we still 
could not transport the 1 00 
students who have to move 
each time. 

We are all looking forward 
to our new buildings being 
completed in the Autumn of 
2014, but until then I would 
urge any parent, grandparent or 
carer who has any concerns to 
contact me directly.

Greenwich Park 'better than 
before' after upgrade works 


PUBLIC EXHIBITION EVENT 

'WATERFRONT' MASTERPLAN PLANNING 
APPLICATION AT ROYAL ARSENAL

HISTORIC Greenwich Park will 
end up in a better state than 
even before it hosted events for 
last summer’s Olympics and 
Paralympics. 

That’s the view of park manager 
Graham Dear from the Royal Parks, 
who has been overseeing work to 
reseed and returf the grassed areas 
used for the equestrian events. He 
told GT: “This is on target to 
be finished by the spring. 

In fact I already defy 
anyone to look at 
where the cross 
country course was 
and say exactly 
where it was. 

“Many of 
the roads and 
footpaths are ' 
being restored. 

By the end of 
March roads and 
paths will be in 
better condition 
than they were 
before the Games. A 
kilometre or roads and 
paths are being resurfaced. 

The last returfing will be in 
front of the Queen’s House at the end 
of spring. A total of 350,000 square 
metre of turf is being used. 

The park hosted equestrian and 
modern pentathlon events during 
the Games, and attracted 400,000 



visitors - and 75 competitive horses. 
Three quarters of the park re-opened 
to the public in October and by the 
end of November all temporary venue 
structures were removed. 

The Avenue through route is now 
closed to traffic until March 28, as 
tarmac and granite gulleys are relayed 
and speed humps provided to slow 
traffic and make it safer for cyclists. 

Work around Blackheath Gate on 
The Avenue and Blackheath Road 
is due to be finished by March 28. 
Construction workers have been 
repairing the earthworks 
in Charlton Way outside 
Blackheath Gate, which 
aw 150,000 people 
passing through 
during the Games. 
Bower Avenue’s 
trees are benefiting 
fromturf replacing 
I tarmac around 
their trunks. 

“For the Royal 
Parks, the whole 
experience of 2012 
was a huge success,” 
Mr Dear said. “The 
atmosphere during 
the Games was amazing. 
Tourism is very important for 
Greenwich, and we were voted the 
best temporary venue.” 

John Briden from Charlton, out for 
a walk with wife Kate and 10-day-old 
daughter Jessica, said: “It’s brilliant 
they have got it back to what it looked 
like before the Olympics.”

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Council leader 
is to stand 
down in 2014 


COUNCILLOR Chris Roberts last week 
announced he was to stand down 
as leader of the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich next year. 

He set out the reasons behind his 
decision in a letter to local residents, 
businesses, councillors and partners, 
in which he said: 

"AFTER 14 years as leader, I am confirming 
that I shall not be seeking another term as 
leader of Greenwich Council following the 
2014 local government elections. 

It had originally been my intention to 
stand down at the election in May 201 0. 
However, securing royal borough status for 
Greenwich and our hosting of the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games persuaded me to 
continue to 201 2, particularly given the 
work which went into them. 

At the conclusion of my present term I shall 
have led the borough for 14 years during 
which time we have witnessed considerable 
change and improvement. During this 
time we have seen Greenwich move from 
being one of the highest taxed councils in 
London to one of the lowest with council tax 
frozen more often than not and cumulative 
increases below what they would have been 
if linked to inflation. In recent times we have 
managed the most severe cuts of £70m 
through a rolling programme of efficiency 
reviews which has protected front line 
services and even permitted the expansion 
of children's centres, libraries, leisure and 
sports facilities. 

Our management of the public finances 
enabled us last week to announce a 
balanced budget for the next two years 
during which council Ta x will be frozen for 
the sixth and seventh consecutive years. The 
borough has undergone major regeneration 
over the past 12 years not least in the 
transformation of the Millennium Dome into 
the world's most successful entertainment 
venue at The 02. Public transport has been 
enhanced with the development of a new 
DLR station at Woolwich, expanded river 
bus services and hopefully the successful 
conclusion of negotiations to bring a 
Crossrail station to Woolwich. Nothing 
would cement the regeneration of the 
poorest part of our borough than this critical 
element of infrastructure and it is the one 


thing above all I should wish to conclude 
ahead of my departure. I am particularly 
proud of the achievements of our local 
labour scheme (GLLaB) and that this became 
the template for the Olympic Host Boroughs 
in generating local employment for the 
Games of 201 2. To have placed almost 
1 1,000 local residents into work shows our 
regeneration programme carries with it a 
strong human and personal element. This is 
also reflected in the raising of standards in 
our schools to the point where results now 
outstrip the national average. I take pride in 
these results not least because they involved 
changes to the council's administrative 
leadership and in schools structures which 
did not always carry unanimous political 
support. However, the real credit for success 
must go to those head teachers who have 
supplied the leadership and drive to raise 
standards of attainment and the quality 
of their leadership has been the defining 
attribute. 

In the period between now and May 2014, 

I intend to ensure the council does all it 
can to alleviate the growing challenge of 
greater poverty within the borough, by 
supporting people off benefits and into 
work. The regeneration and growth agenda 
across the borough remains a vital priority 
and the council will shortly announce the 
development of capital projects which will 
exceed £100m. This resource will enhance 
our economy, improve and build new 
homes and create more school places for the 
children of our borough. 

I am grateful to the many council officers 
and external partner organisations with 
whom I have worked. While it is always 
inappropriate to name individuals it 
nevertheless seems unfair not to mention 
the council's chief executive, Mary Ney. 

I have been blessed with a wonderful 
office manager, Veronica Johnson and my 
fabulous PA Sophie Lewis. 

To my colleague councillors, I thank them 
for their support over the years and the 
dedication many of them have shown. 

Again, I must pay particular thanks to my 
deputy leader, Peter Brooks. Most of all I 
am grateful to the people of Greenwich. It 
has been a tremendous honour to lead this 
borough and to leave it hopefully for the 
better. It has been a pleasure to lead the 
Labour Group to three successive election 
victories each one of which has seen our 
results outshine the London average. I 
believe this is due to the very strong vision 
and direction of travel we have set allied to 
the most efficient management of public 
finances in the capital. I was not born here 
but like many thousands have chosen this 
place to live and make my life. Nothing I 
do in the future will be as rewarding or as 
interesting as the challenge and enjoyment 
of public service in Greenwich and nothing 
will give me greater pride. Thank you all."

Hotels check in 


Plans for new rooms help to boost tourism

A NEW 91-room hotel is to be built 
at New Eltham and other hotels have 
recently opened in Greenwich and 
Woolwich - creating more jobs locally 
and swelling tourist numbers. 

The New Eltham hotel is set to be built 
on the site of Burger King in Sidcup 
Road. The current building would be 
bulldozed, and replaced by a new multi- 
storey building. The hotel’s reception and 
foyer, bar and restaurant would be on the 
ground floor, with bedrooms on the upper 
floors. There would also be parking both 
on the ground floor and in a basement car 
park. 

Royal borough planners gave the 
scheme the green light when they met on 
Thursday, January 31. They stressed the 
restaurant and bar would have to close 
by 11pm during the week, and 10.30pm on 
Sundays and bank holidays. 

The site was previously home to an inn 
and pub called the Crossways Hotel, and 
it is likely that the hotel will retain its 
original name. It is currently rented to 
Burger King on a lease that runs out in 
less than two years. 

Meanwhile, a new 145-room hotel, the 
Mercure Greenwich, opened recently 
in what used to be Maurice Drummond 
House - an eight storey 1930s Metropolitan 
Police section house. 

It is a four star hotel, operating under 
Accor’s upmarket Mercure brand. 

The refurbishment included an upward 
extension to house new penthouse suites 
offering stunning views across London. 

Stephen Willmore from the development’s 
architects, Assael, said: “The original 
building had become redundant and had 
suffered from vandalism over the years. 
This was an exciting opportunity to 
refurbish, renovate and reuse an existing 


building.” 

A new Travelodge has also recently 
opened in Woolwich. The new 120-room 
building at the end of the high street is 
the result of a £8.6 million investment that 
created 20 new jobs. Travelodge says it 
expects its customers to spend on average 
£36 a day in local shops, restaurants and 
bars during their stay. 

Construction is set to start on a new 452- 
room luxury riverside hotel on Greenwich 
Penisula. The £285m hotel by The 02 is 
part of a masterplan for the peninsula. It 
will have the largest ballroom in Europe 
and extensive conference facilities with 
a tower of 100 serviced apartments 
for sale. 

The new hotels - with more in the pipeline 
- are a big boost to the royal borough’s drive 
to encourage more people to stay overnight 
in the borough when they visit. There are 
currently plans to increase the number of 


hotel rooms in the borough from 639 in 
2011 to more than 2500 over the next few 
years. The Discover More campaign was 
launched on the back of the success of 
the London 2012 Games, when thousands 
of people came for events in Greenwich, 
Woolwich the Peninsula. Royal Greenwich 
is already one of London’s most popular 
visitor destinations, attracting around 18 
million visitors a year, providing 11,000 
jobs and generating £774 million for the 
local economy. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “The events of 2012 have raised 
the profile of the royal borough considerably, 
and it is essential that we create a vehicle for 
capturing that attention and converting it 
into a series of initiatives to support the long- 
term growth of the tourism sector across the 
whole of Royal Greenwich.”

Flood on 


“FIVE hundred troops from 
Woolwich Garrison, together 
with many civilians, are 
working against time in an 
endeavour to seal the breaches 
in the river wall at Erith and 
Belvedere before spring tides in 
nine days time...” 

That was the front page leader of the 
Kentish Independent on February 
6, 1953, after the worst flooding in 
memory had left hundreds in Abbey 
Wood and Thamesmead homeless, 
and one man dead. 

It continued: “The troops are 
plugging three gaps, one of which is 
about 25 yards long, with sandbags. 
They are working all the hours of 
daylight and standing by during the 
night in case the tide makes another 
break.” 

The east coast of England had been 
ravaged by floods, which had forced 
their way up the Thames as far as 
SE18. 

The river wall had been broken on 
the night of January 30, and an area 
from the river at Plumstead station 
to the riverside at Erith was over- 
run by water 20 feet deep in places. 

“Worst hit areas were Crabtree 
Manorway, Harrow Manorway and 
Norman Road,” reported the KI. 

On a side story, ‘Saving The Sick 
And Rescuing Their Pets’, the 
newspaper hailed the unselfishness 
of the emergency services, under 
a chilling subhead that screamed: 
‘SHED FLOATS DOWN THE 
ROAD’. 

The Kentish Mercury of the same 
day splashed with: ‘London Homes 
Wrecked as Thames Boils Over’. 

Outdoing the KI in its 
personification of the rising tide, 
the Mercury’s evocative subdeck 
read: ‘ANGRY WATERS WROUGHT 
HAVOC ALONG RIVERSIDE’. 

And just shy of top billing on page 
one was a panic-inducing short for 
the area’s pub-goers: ‘GALLONS 
OF BEER LOST’, it said, of a cellar 
which had been swamped with the 
loss of almost 90 gallons. 

In the immediate aftermath of the 
disaster flood defences were bulked 
up along the length of the Thames 
at Thamesmead and Abbey Wood. 

The smaller River Quaggy now 
also helps protect the area, with 
flood defences that allow storage of 
excess water in Sutcliffe Park and in 
the park at Weigall Road. 

Records of the disaster and the 
newspaper microfilms of the period 
are in the archive at the Greenwich 
Heritage Centre on the Woolwich 
Arsenal. 

The traveller community that 



lived on the marshes at Belvedere was 
particularly badly hit in 1953. 

“Many of the marsh-dwellers’ homes 
were knocked over by the force of the 
water rushing inland,” reported the 
KI, in an article headed, ‘Old Dick, The 
Poet, Speaks For Marsh Folk’. 

The railways were put out of action 
in places, with the track at Belvedere 
completely submerged. 

Farming too came in for a battering. 
Herds of pigs that lived on the lowland 
perished. The few that were rescued 
might have thought their bacon was 
saved - but the luck-shy porkers

were loaded straight onto wagons 
and promptly sent to the abattoir. 
“A shocked pig should be killed 
immediately or the meat will suffer,” 
concluded the KI report. 

But in an article headed ‘Many Pigs 
Killed, But Rachel Would Not Move’, 
there was news of a savvy swine who 
foresaw her fate. 

It read: “One sow who would not move 
was Rachel. Her owner, Mr George 
Wing had high hopes that when she 
gave birth to a litter of piglets they 
would be the type to grow into fine 
animals. Whether Rachel will ever 


have her litter or not one cannot 
say.” Animals featured heavily in the 
newspapers - ‘Cat With Nine Lives 
- Family With Ten’, told the story of 
Tibbies the tortoiseshell cat, who was, 
“until Sunday, living at Dashwood 
Farm, Harrow Manorway, Abbey 
Wood,” but had since been displaced by 
the high water. 

A barge loaded with a cargo of lead 
worth £19,000 (£400,000 in today’s 
money) sunk at Royal Albert Dock. 
Divers were sent to retrieve the 
bounty. 

This year marks another river 


anniversary - 30 years ago in 1983, 
the Thames Barrier was completed to 
protect London from threat of storms 
and high waters.

£50k benefit 
fraudster jailed 

AN eagle-eyed royal borough officer who 
spotted a false passport helped to trap a 
fraudster who fiddled more than £50,000 in 
benefits. 

Oluseun Salako, of Langbrook Road, 
Kidbrooke, was jailed for three and a half 
years and recommended for deportation 
on his release during an appearance at 
Woolwich Crown Court on January 23. 

The court heard how Mr Salako was visited 
by a council officer in September as part of 
his claim for housing benefit. 

Asked for proof of his identity, he showed 
a Nigerian passport, however it was 
suspected false as the typeset looked 
different to those usually seen. 

The officer sent details of the passport to 
the internal audit team who confirmed it 
was a false document. It was also found that 
the Home Office UK residency permit held 
within the passport was counterfeit and 
that the number used related to a Turkish 
national. 

Further checks proved that Mr Salako 
had no legal status in the UK and had 
used the false Nigerian passport and the 
false UK residency permit to fraudulently 
claim a range of benefits totalling £50,076 
including: 

• £1 1,31 3 in Job Seekers Allowance 
between March 2006 and September 201 2 

• £9,143 in housing benefit and council 
tax benefit from August 201 1 to September 
201 2 and 

• £26,61 9 in student loans, 2007 to 201 1 .

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THE equestrian events in Greenwich 
Park were heralded as a highlight 
of the Games last summer, and soon 
young people will he able to get 
qualifications in all things equine. 

The borough’s newest skills centre is 
for people who want a career working 
with horses, and it’s been showing 
potential students what’s on offer.

"I've never seen anything like this centre 
before - I couldn't believe a place like this could 
be here. 


"When I saw the horse's swimming pool I 
just thought 'wow'. It means I can now do 
something I've always wanted to do, and it's 
not far from my home. 

"I really like the horses and the quality of the 
stabling here. And the mechanical horse is 
really good for people to practice on." 

Thirteen-year-old Amy Collins from Charlton 
said: "I've been riding since I was five, and it's 
my first time here. I really like it, especially the 
exercise pool for horses. 

"I'd just love to come here after I finish the 
sixth form because I'd like to become an equine 
physiotherapist." Her mum Karen added: "Amy's 


whole life is horses, and with this centre on our 
doorstep, it will be a great opportunity for her." 

Michelle Wray, 17, from Charlton is just 
starting a part-time Level One course and wants 
it to lead on to full-time Level Two studies. 

She said: "I'm so excited. I've always wanted to 
work with horses since I was two. This is the first 
time I've been here, and it's amazing." 

Her mum Amanda used to be an affiliated 
show jumper and came third representing 
Greenwich in the London Youth Games. She 
said: "I think it's brilliant that local people will 
be able to come here and learn about working 
with horses."

Andy lives 
on in spirit 

ANDY Ropek's enduring legacy is the young 
artists he nurtured who turned out in droves 
to honour his memory at the second annual 
Concert For Andy. 

The biggest tribute of all wasn't even the 
300 who came to remember their friend 
on February 2 at Blackheath Halls, it's that 
the Icarus Club he founded is still going in 
Greenwich and in Hither Green. 

Andy died after a short battle with cancer in 
December 2011. 

The tone one year on was less sombre and 
dark, less desperately poignant and sharp. 
Old friends and family came to meet and 
share memories of a man they had all truly 
loved. 

Back in 2004 two friends - Andy Ropek 
and Phil Dearing - formed a club where 
new musicians could practice their art. In an 
informal setting where the pressure was off, 
singer-songwriters could simply play as they 
pleased. 

One or two have gone on to considerable 
success - like Kristy Gallacher who started 
things off. She'd come down from Coventry 
to honour her mentor and was "delighted to 
have decided to come". The acts came and 
they went, "Still" especially good with their 
touching rendition of Crystalline. Jack Harris 
caught the eye, his performance professional, 
a comfortable presence on stage. He won the 
prestigious Kerrville Folk Festival's New Folk 
Award at only 1 9 and has recently launched a 
new album. His slow soulful vocals seamlessly 
fused with an intricate, guitar-plucking style. 

The acts kept on coming from The Portraits, 
Luke Jackson, Misshaped Pearls who were 
there last time round. A large rolling screen 
showed Andy on film unnerving the lead 
singer of Still;- "it's eerie. ..it's almost as if he's 
still here". More acts - The Intrepid Spaniels, 
The Portraits, Benny Gallagher - more drinks 
and more proceeds for Charity (Bexley and 
Greenwich Hospice), this (memorial) concert 
now an annual event. 

Thank you Andy for nurturing so many 
young artists, God bless you and see you 
next year.

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Author talk: 
Book now! 

"IT took three decades of planning and one 
year to write it," says the author of Necessary 
Things, Anthony Fowles. 

The Blackheath writer is on home turf later 
this month to give a talk on his historical 
thriller about the brutal slaying of a London 
magistrate in 1678. 

"The ingredients were all there," the author 
told Scene's Dick Morgan - "I just needed to 
piece them together." 

It's a swashbuckling part-fact, part-fiction 
novel that takes in the reign of Charles II. His 
father beheaded, he was forced into exile. A 
decade saw him roaming round Europe until 
Restoration put him back on the throne. 

But this new book has put all this to rights 
and thrown in a murder to boot. 

Fowles writes in the style and the tone of 
old England, and he's at Blackheath Halls on 
February 27. 

"I mimicked the style of the Pepys diaries," 
said the author. "It was long in the making - 
but it's probably the best book I've written." 

The sights, sounds and smells of old London 
besiege us - from the heart-breaking poverty 
that saps and erodes, the violent fervour 
bedecked as religion and the sweat of the 
blood-seeking mob. 

The author has enjoyed an eclectic career. 
Originally from London, he studied English at 
Oxford before filmmaking pulled him abroad 
(University of California). 

He moved to Blackheath some four decades 
ago as a freelance in both writing and films. 

The power of this novel derives from two 
themes, the most important is that it's based on 
fact. The murder of Sir Edmund Berry Godfrey, 
a popular magistrate, remains unsolved to this 
day and Pepys did act as chief secretary to the 
Admiralty. Combining the two with Pepys as 
detective gives the novel its secondary theme.

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
